Washington, Nov. 14.—Secretary 


of the Navy Victor H. Metcalf has 
tendered his resignation to the pres- 
ident to take effect December 1, on 
account of ill health. 
Assistant Sec- 


retary of the Navy Truman H. New- 
berry, will be named as Mr. Metcalfs 
successor. 


For more than a year the fact that 


Mr. Metcalf has suffered serious ill- 
ness has been known at the navy de- 
partment. 
Formerly 
of vigorous 


health, his friends expected that he 
would be able to regain his strength, 
but constantly recurring illness has 
convinced him that the only course 
for his to pursue is to sever his con- 
nection with all active work. 


Mr. Metcalf has suffered from a 


nervous breakdown that has render- 
ed it impossible for him to remain at 
liis desk for any length of time,, and 
the chronic nature of his'-tronble has' 
caused him to abandon hope of re- 
covery while burdened with the caras 
of office. 
On April 15, last, he'went 


to California, to review the Atlantic 
battleship fleet. He took a long va-

September 1. Upon his resumption 
of official duty his illness promptly 
recurred, and he frankly told the 
president that he could not remain 
in the cabinet. 


Mr. Metcalf was thoroughly versed 


in naval matters, having served on 
the house committee on naval affairs 
Tvhile in congress. His first appoint- 
ment under this administration was 
as secretary of commerce and labor, 
which he relinquished in order to 
accept the duties of secretary of the 
navy, December 17, 1906.
